Evcii a popular sub 
scription was volunteered to pay a subsidy if 
the local government would vote no aid ; or 
if tbe latter would vote balf the subsidy, our 
bdalnoss'niijn and property-holders promised to 
supply llio olhcr Imlf. Our '200,01)0 stiunrc 
miles of territory were dcmcJ to be iiitrinsi- 
caliy rich, but yet of no available value without 
jHipiilatioa. So for steauisliips anil population 
there was a y:cneral aijitation. Ultimately a 
subsidy was granted : and on the first of 
Autiust tiie lei in expired, and the money \vo 
presume has Ijjen paid. I!at what a eliange 
Las como over tlio spirit 0!' our dreams ! 
Neither the government nor people seem to 
care one cent .whether wo? have steam com- 
TOunication with San Francisco or Panama, or 
whether auother. soul arrim in tbe country 
during the ' next five years. , The most un- 
pardonable apathy exists on the subject The 
steamship and population spasm has exhausted 
itself ; a reaction has taken place ; and we are 
told that we don't require any more population 
or steamships, 'i'lie government more cspc- 
cially appears perfectly independent about the 
matter ; or, to speak liiore correctly, per- 
fectly careless whether tlie mails arrive 
once a week or onee a irionlh, hap'ha/.aiJ or 
uilli regularity ami dispatch, or whether the 
tide of population .sweeps out or How.-: into 
the country. In their estiinatiua 10,000 in 
Biitish Columbia and 5000 in Vancouver Is- 
land is more than they can manage. A 
country every way capable of supporting a 
million, or five jorsons to the square mile, is 
content with fifteen thousand inhabitants, or 
o.-ie-fourteentU of a person to a square mile ! 
Wiiat a oombaentary oh tbe administrative 
ability of our rulers I In the lull tide of pro- 
gress, we are asked to come to a stand-still. 
Thu ship of state is to be brought to anchor, 
whilst there is a i'air wind and a llowing sea. 
AVu confess wo cannot comprehend why 
such a policy should nblain,iior why redoubled 
ener^^y and enlerprisc should not be put 
furth lo urge our conmion country ahead, 
rather than allow it to fall back to its list- 
less eonditi.iii jf a year ago, when a popula- 
tion of twenty thousand was set at ten years 
lienee. Nothing but the possession of a 
small unemployed population has ;;alraaized 
as into life to form a settlement in Oowichan 
—and nothing but . a still groator pressure 
will ever, whilst the prasont rulors rnalntatn 
their position, inspire enough enerp;y, enter- 
prise, orfinancial ability to promote the sub- 
stantial interests of the country. 

Within the luSt year wo have had steam 
subsidy meetings, sciieriies to lay ou a 
IJrilish steamer to San Fraueiscj, if only a 
tub. \Vc have been Hooded with memorials 
lo iho Home Gjv.Tument for signature; 
we have had ilisciissi JUS in the .\sieinbly 
about stoanr and inimigrLitimi. The Loudon 
Timi's has sp^ke:: uut for steam subsidies for 
i;s, Loiiiluii .slcanrship companies have 
been iinporlunel t) put on sleamships — 
Hleani iias beeti the cry ; and nothing but a 
Briii--li slearnsliip lino would do. But now 
what do wa find? A gentleman, Captain 
AVells, the representative of the South Pa- 
ciGcMatl Steamship Company — a oompany 
who keep in South Amer'can ports fifteen 
steamships — a company who, relying ou our 
outcry here and in England for steam com- 
niunicai ion, had selected a sloaniship and 
Iter conuiiaiulor, for trade between hero and 
San Francises, but afterwards preferred to 
send Captain Wells here to report — that 
gentleman arrives here, inakes known his 
missiiiu t^' the (juvtniunent ; but is roeeived 
witli culdest indifTereiice ; not the slightest 
attutn[)t is made to interest his company in 
our behalf. 

Those urvhnary courlfsies for which we 
pay our Ijuvernoi and Colonial .Secretary are 
not even extended. Tlio;e fuaetioiiaries 
wrap themselves up in the mantle of apathy, 
volunteer a map and a few statistics, and bid 
the representative of a wealthy British 
steamship oompany a " good morning," with 
all the nonchalance imaginable — not even 
condescending to give an invitation lo din- 
ner, or exhibiting the snnallost degree of 
an.viety to enter into negotiation or submit a 
proposition for putting on a steamship lino 
between this port and San Francisco and 
Panama. Such is the business capacity of 
our silver-laced (luverniir, our amphibious 
I'lovincial .Seerel,%ry, and uuv fttcUilum Atl(jr- 
iiey ( tCDcral. One won! 1 have thon;4lil that 
Ihey would have been on lip-toe lo receive 
HUeli an agent, rather tliaii exliibil them- 
selves as torpid as loads in winter, or show 
as iitllo interest in steam eonitiiunication 
with Sail Fiincisco and Panama as Ihey 
would about a canoo mail to San Juan 
Island. . 

What hind of du opinion can a gentleman 
who canic four or five thousand miles through 
our representations, through memorials, and 
otherwise, give of us colonists aud our public 
men ? His report to his principals must bo 
substantially : "Neither Governor nor heads 
of departments seem to care one whit about a 
British steamship line ; British conncctious are 
a matter of no moment with them; Auiericnn 
steamsliips have the prcfereuec." ■\Vliotlicr 
these words or others lantaniont be used, the 
country is likely to be injured by the apathy 
of our digailnries. A jevqisjon in the feelings 



of a groat .company is likely to occur, Aud 
the next time wc memorialise the Uomo Gov- 
crnincut, or solicit steanisliip coiiipaiiios to put 
oil a steanishii) line, we will bo told that wc 
arc a Yankee Colony, and have no .sympathies 
with British capitalists, notwilhstaiidiiig all 
our anxiety for an Imperial Kleain Subsidy. 
If Ihe colonies were admittedly too pour to 
grant a subsidy, the manilestalion ol a warm 
interest in any British lino of steamships would 
bo somo'"c6ud8rfli5ji.^'"ETCD"tBat-l8^^^ 
withheld ; and the infcrcnco loltto bo.drawn 
tbat we in all things prefer to bo an out-port id 
San Francisco, with our carrying trade done 
in American bottoms. 

Capt. Wells has no proposition lo make; 
is not authorized to -hialce or accept one ; 
but was simply sent to report, with a view 
to ostablisliitig a .steamship lino. Nevorilie- 
less he is open to receive propositions; and, 
wo ])resiiine, naturally ex[ieelod that our 
Goveriiuieiit would have shown a disposilion 
lo make one. Hut ho will leave on tho next 
«toiimcr, very niuch disappointed, no doubt, 
at our ullor want of sympathy or interest in 
the establishment of a British line of steam- 
ships botvyccn.this pott and Sau Franoisoo 
or Panama. 



'I'liK Great Ixdi.\n Shok Que.stion. — In Mu- 

rope we dun our hats upon entering a liou.se ; 
in Asia tliey dull' tlieir slippers. The arraiij^'O- 
meiiL in both eases is ilictated by practical 
jjood sense. Jn I'^urope wo wear a covering 
for the head which is light and easily remov- 
able, and which, in civil life at any rate, is so 
uji:ly that no sane mau desires to wear it any 
loiiycr than he is obliged. The latter may not 
be the original reason why we ens' it as an ex- 
pression ot cuuitt'sy, but the reason might pass 
ill the jircHCiit day. It is most certainly of all 
articles of costume the most easily dispiiiseil 
with. To take otf one's coat, for instance, lo 
11 lady in the park, as an illustration to a bow, 
would be iiieoiiveiiieiit ; and to remove tlmt 
garment upon unlering a house would scarcely 
have a graceful encel, il it involved an ajipi'iir- 
luiee in the drawing-room in one's shirt-sleeves. 
As for taking oil one's boots, considering that 
tlic process can seldom be ellectcd without the 
aid uf niacbinerv, and even then is apt to in- 
volve an uiidignilied Htriigglo.I should like to sea 
the man who would subiiiit lo such an iulliclion 
wdiencver he dined out, or made a morning call; 
to say nothing ol tho unpleasuntuess of walk- 
ing about ihe house in his corns, and lliu 
battle lo get the boots un again when he took 
his leave ! Tho Asiatic is subjeotod to con- 
ditions precisely tho reverse. Tell him to 
lake oil hisjiurban, and if ho bo a man of any 
caste or consiileratiou ho will feel insulted. 
'J'lie indignity of appearing anywhere but in 
his bath with a baro head would bo rovult- 
ing to his feeliiigs. Aloreovor, he very fre- 
quently wears a liirbaii compvisod of from 
twenty lo si.viy yards of'muslin, upon tho 
folding of which ho, or his servant, bestows 
more attention iban Heau Brummel ever be- 
btowed on his cuivats. Fashion, as well as 
dignity, foibids its removal. His feel, on the 
oilier hand (if such apparent confusion of 
lerniB bo porinisaible), allord an admirable 
oppoilnnity for the thsplay of any amount uf 
politeness. As his coat is all dressing-gown, 
.so his boots are all slippers. Ho walks but 
Iitllo, and when ho is not walking his f^reat 
comfort is to kick his boots off. Comluil 
and courtesy combined — could there bo a 
happier combiuatiou. — Dickens' " All the 
Year Round."

Il.JM. Klii|) IJccnte, luivin;,' on board Hh 
Kxcclleiioy tlio Governor, rctunioil to Msiiui- 
inult ycritoriliiy inorniiig Iroiii Cowichiui Dis 
triet, wliiLbur sbo departcil on -Moinhi.v last 
with 100 ,intpnding ■ farmora. 'I'lic cKpeJilion 
reuclied Cowicbao' at 4 o'clock, p. m., on 
Monday, and the settlers,' divided ioto three 
partica, under the guiddnce of llio yurvcjor 
General aad bis assistuiit, and tlio Attorney 
GcDcral, were landed at tlio localities in wliicb 
it is intended they shall inspect ond select 
lands for farming purposes. The Governor 
also discmborked and encamped, and the parly 
were regaled with fresh butter, milk, eggs, nnd 
other bomt-raiacd luxuries by one of the Ccw- 
. ..ichan farmers. 

The lew natives at prcsuiit in Ihc district (tlic 
major portion of the tribes being absent lish- 
ingj agreed v.'ithont liesitation to Ibc surren- 
der of tlicir lauds to the tJovcrnnieut, witli tlie 
exception of their villago-sites and potatoc- 
patches, being informed that wliou tbo absent 
jijpmBers of tbe tribes bad returned to their 
! iiomes in the a\ittinni, compensation for tbc 
lands taken up by the settlers would be made 
at tbc same rate us that prorionsly cstablisbcd 
— aniouiiting in the aggregate to tbo value of 
-■' a pair oi blankets lo cucb Indian — tbe ohiofs, 
.of course, coming in foi^'tlie lion's sKafe of tbb 
.^.poilatmiiiXliQ Indians, one and nil, exprc.-sed 
themselves as perfectly content with the i)ro- 
-■ posed arraiigcnieiit, ainl even appoaruil anxious 
"' that suttlurs slioiiKl conio aiiiuiiy them. 

One parly of the SL'lllers was dispatehed Id 
Sliawuigaii Dislrict, another to Sorncni.is Dis- 
trict, and llie third to (iiiaiiiicbaii. The uet- 
tlers were all in gouii hualtli and spirits, and 
appeared j^reatly pleased with the appear- 
ance of the country. .The weather was fine, 
* and from tbe expressions prsaliafaotion which 
fell from tbe lips of every niemborof the ex- 
pedition, it is beiieVed that mtiny of the 
settlers \vill make^the Vajjey oFthe Cowiohan 
their permanon't borne.. They were given to 
. understand 'byi-^Hisl- Exoelleincy that actual 
residence on^^ltB'e land" w^ alone entitle 
them to hold it.

A cnrrespriideiit writes Irom f'hios, on the 
2 lib ni' May : ■' Chio.s is iu (piito a slate of 
I'ernieiit to iiiiy, owing to the I'acha of Kliodes 
having berii compelled to ajiologise for liavini; 
in.sulted the Uritisli Hag. 1 hastily .'^eiid yoil 
Ihe pavticiihirs. Mer .Majesty's sloop l''o\- 
lioimd, Cuplaiii Llobert ^brother of Lord llo- 
liai t.) wa.s cruising near Uliodcs, on the loo!:- 
oiil for pirale.'J, \\ lio were ..aid to lie about 
ihue. .\ ; lu; eulild not run into the little 
creeks, .Ve.. aion;; the coast with the ship, he 
engaged a (.'reek boat, ami maiiiied her with 
his lirst lii'iileiiaiit and eight men, fully armed, 
lo .e;i;eh a'oiig the shore.
